TAXES AND BUDGETS 

The American government is planning on a record peace- 
time spending budget for the year 1950. President Truman has 
recommended a national expenditure of some 42 billions for 
the next fiscal year, a tremendous sum of money if people can 
keep the number of 0’s behind the ‘42’ clearly separated. 


‘Major outlays in the budget are, in round figures: defence, | 


13 billions; veterans’ programs, 6 billions; foreign aid, 5 bil- 
lions; social welfare, 3 billions But the feature of the budget, 
to our mind, is the huge sum laid aside for interest on the na- 
tional debt, over 5% billions. N . 

When interest alone takes up one-eighth of the total bud- 
get, it is time to stop and do some hard thinking. Already, in- 
terest runs to five billions plus. Yet this year, the president is 
budgetting for a deficit of several billions, and thereby contri- 
buting to an even greater interest total next year. Deficits will 
continue year after year, if the past sets any precedent, and in- 
terest on the national debt will mount and mount. Where will 
it all end? 

Some United States observers are highly critical of gov- 
ernment policy which tolerates budget deficits in good times 
like these. They contend there should be surpluses to reduce 
the debt and interest charge while money is plentiful. 

The Canadian government has been budgetting for sur- 
pluses for several years now—almost excessive surpluses 
which have aroused a dominion-wide cry for lower taxes. Ap- 
1 governments don't seem to be able to reach any

DOUBTFUL LEADERSHIP IN COMMAND 
We were a bit disgusted the other day to hear a top brass 
officer of the Farmers’ Union of Alberta holding forth to his 
fellow farmers that hogs could not be raised profitably under 


33600 per hundredweight. The only effect he could have on 


the industry was to scare his fellow farmers out of production. 
It was less than six years ago when a prominent Alberta farm 
leader took a similar stand and scared the Alberta farmers 
out of millions of dollars of profitable production. Hog prices 
in Canada right now are higher than they are in the United 
States. On the other hand, we have always contended that « 
prosperous economy can only be maintained when the farm- 


ers get a fair price for their products. We gave a word of warn- 


ing two years ago that high butter prices would inevitably op- 
en the markets to margarine. If butter prices had been kept 
down to 53 cents in summer and 60 cents in winter the dairy 
trade would not now be cussing “that lovely bunch of coco- 
nuts”. Had the Canadian egg prices been kept around the 40 
cent level it is quite possible that the British market would be 
kept open for Canadian eggs Another leak that came out of 
the trade this week was that the B.C. apple growers were 
going to make a gift of a million and a half dollars worth of 
apples to Britain—or. a million boxes. Even though the an- 
nouncement was corrected to a three million dollar gift later, 
the slip had been picked up. The prairie consumers were ask- 
ing since when did a box of apples carry a price tag of a dollar 


and a half?

* LOSING LIBERTY BY 
INADVERTENCE 


Many well-disposed persons look 
with favor on the welfare state. They 
\elieve that, by having the state thing 
‘and provide for them, they may 
achieve a modern millennium of grow- 
ing benefits aud protections, at no per 
sonal cost, They ask us to Ddelieve, 
with them, that such developmen: 
need not represent any far-reaching 
change in our present free economy, 
provided we accomplish our ehds by 
democratic constitutional methods. 
This is to assume that so lony as it Is 
we who permit or direct government to 
assume extraordinary powers, we still 
retain: control, ‘Therefore, the assunp- 


tion continues, there is no revotution- 


ary change, no danger to our private 
pwnership economy—that applies os 
much to little Mdustries and business- 
es as to large—no possibility that gov- 
ernment, ultimately, might come to 
control the properties, operations and 
ubertles that once were our own. 
That may sound plausible..-It sug- 
geste that the reins will always re 
main in our guiding hands, that the 
powers that we give we can, with equal 
readiness, withhold or withdraw. But 


there are essential flaws in this rea- 


soning. Our democracy, which provid- 
es that the will of the majority shall 
control, permits that majority to will 
away its freedom, Democracy does not 
Shield us from our own unwisdom. If 
the majority ot the people decide for 
collectivism or deapotism, or a collect- 
iviam that. engenders despotism, that

is the sort of government we will have. 

‘There is also the danger that we may 
fall heir to a collectivist state by inad- 
vertence rather than by our own free 
choice. For a while it may sitll be pos- 
sible to retrace some of these steps. It 
has been done in New Zealand an& 
Australia, after some years of social- 
istic experimenting. But what we may 
not realize is that thete is a point of 
no return. Any form of collectiviam, 
however moderate, tends. to create an 
increasing group of people who are the 
beneficiartes or the dependants of 
government. They are no longer dis- 
interested critics of its operations, no 
longer wholly free agents. Nor is this 
the only disturbing factor. As govern- 
ment welfare and other spending in- 
creases, taxation, to meet this drain, 
must also increase. Such taxation na- 
turally bears most heavily on that 
part of the population that benefits 
least from governmental benefic-nces, 
the people who might provide the nec- 
essary critical balan thiy grow- 
ing weight of taxati that 
government is increasiigly in compe- 
tition with these free agencies, thal it 
is empowered to regulate and control 
them, must steadily beat down these 
natural checks on government that 
were our protection, until they cease 


to be a factor in our affairs. What 


then remains but a people who. have 
voluntarily and by wholly constitution 
al methods travelled the road to col- 
lectiveism, or worse, and have no con- 
stitutional safeguards remaining to 
restore their lost liberties?

Wainwright Could Be A Carnival

It seems that all progressive tc wns 
have some one outstanding § distin- 
guishing characteristic — something 
that is unmistakably their own and for 
which they are well knuwn over 4 con 
siderable area. Throughout the whole 
North American continent; and be- 
yond,: Calgary is known as the stam- 
pede town. Because of the annyal 
Stampede, the name of Calgary has 
almost world-wide recognition, With- 
in much smaller sphere the town of 
Ponoka: is noted for its stampede and 
Vermilion for its agricultural fair. 
Banff and Grande Prairie nave their 
winter carnivals. Further examples to 
illustrate my point are unnecess.ry. 

In all of these places the citizens as 
a whole throw themselves into the 
task of making this one celebration a 
huge success. Nothing is permitted to 
interfere with it. It is one occasion 
when nearly all citizens get into har- 
ness and pull together as a team for 
the glory and economic advantage of 
town and community. They eventu»ily 
have succeeded in putting taeff town 
“on the map”. 


Wainwright has won no such dis- 
tinction because there has been a lack 
of imagination, initiative and whole- 
hearted cooperative effort. For a ume 
the town, through little eftort of its 
own,~had some fame because of the 
nearness of the Buffalo Park. Then 
came something of an oll boom that 


turned many eyes in this direction. 


Today Wainwright is gaining an un- 
enviable reputation. among many 
young men of our armed forces, de- 
cause they are forced to endure, fur a 
neriod, its monotony and isolations 
Again the efforts of the citizens are 
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in no way responsible for reputation 
gained; though much could be done by 
them to alleviate the monotony felt 
by the soldiers). 

I indicated in a previous article 
that, in my opinion, Wainwright is 
well on the way to becoming a town 
with imagination, initiative and com- 
munity spirits If the town can’t be 
“put on the map” by its present citi- 
zens, I question if it ever will be. Now 
is the time to act, 


What shall we do to ensure that the 
name Wainwright will make people, 
throughout Alberta at least, reflect up 
on a progressive town with something 
to boast of? What shall we -do to at- 
tract to Wainwright once a year peo- 
ple from all parts of central eastern 
Alberta, and perhaps from even be- 
yond? How can we make Wainwright 
the Mecca for something? 

Spring and fall are busy seasons for 
the citizens of such a farming commun 
ity. Anything that we promote of the 
mature suggested must be presented in 
summer or winter.

of winter carnival. There are no other 
such activities near enough or pre- 
tentious enough to interfere or be in- 
terfered with. We have advantages, 
both natural and artificial, that have 
been mentioned. We have the type of 
hardy, outdoor, sports- loving citizens 
needed to make such a carnival popu- 
lar.

\ Growers are generally agreed that 
ers is more easily threshed than 
Thatcher, yet holds its kernel suffic- 
gentiy well for combining. The sample 
displays better colour than Thatcher 
and during 1948 when an early fall 
frost was encountered tended to grade 
higher. 

‘These characteristics combined with 
the satisfactory milling and baking 
quality ang disease resistance of Saun 
ders make its development an import- 
ant contribution to Peace River agri- 
culture. 

During the springs of 1948 ‘and 1949 
the Dominion Experimental Station at 
Beaverlodge supplied some 810 grow- 
ers in the Peate River region with 
Certified seed of Saunders wheat. It 
is now felt that there is sufficient seed 
in the hands of growers to satisfy the 
demand and no further distribution of 
Certified seed will be undertaken by 
the Station. 

It is éxpected that a small quantity 
of Foundation Stock may be available 
for the 1951 season. This will be distri- 
buted to well-qualified prospective 
lite growers as basic stock for the 
production of first-generation Regis- 
tered seed. Therefore, assuming nor- 
mal increase, a smail quantity of 
Registered seed should be made avail- 
able by Elite growers for the 1953 sea- 
son.

HOME TEST FOR GERMINATION 


After the heavy frosts of last seas- 

on and the amounts of second growth 
that was in most grain, germination 
of oats and barley should be 
before seeding. Seed can be sent to a 
line elevator for a free germination 
test or sent to Plant Products Division 
of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture for a test that costs one dol- 
lar. Here is a simple and inexpensive 
way to make the test in your own 
home. 
Fill a flower pot with damp earth. 
In it plant one hundred seeds one inch 
deep and place the pot in the kitchen 
window for 12 days. The number of 
seedlings which have emerged by the 
end of 12 days will give you the per- 
centage germination. To get a more 
accurate germination percentage it is 
a good idea to make tests in two ‘or 
three pots at the same time and aver- 
age the results. 

If the germination is below 65 to 70 
percent it is advisablé to replace the 
seed. As the supply of oats and barley 
suitable for seed this year is rather 
(imited, farmers should check the 
germination of their grain right away 
so that if new seed is required it can 
still be obtained. 

SEED SUPPLIES 

Districts needing seed supplies of, 
should make their wants 
known to their local elevator agents. 
Good commercial seed is available in 
the province in carload quantities if 
enough orders are placed in any dis- 
trict to make up a ¢arload, 

Seed supplies of grasses and legum- 
es are going to be hard to get and very 
expensive in 1950. A recent price sche- 
dule from Alberta Seed Growers Co- 
operative show Alfalfa at 60c per 
pound. Brome at 55c per pound and 
Creeping Red Fescue at 60c per pound. 
With the very high priced seed, there 
is also a shortage and orders must be 
placed before January 31 to insure the 
seed being available. 

COMPANA BARLEY 

Compana harley is a new two-rowed 
lsemi-smooth owned barley variety. It 
is recommended by the Alberta Var- 
letal Zonation Committee for the dry 
areas of Alberta.

PIG DISEASES 


Losses among young pi 
@uced resistance from lack 
and minerals are quite com 
the winter months. The winter sun- 
shine at Edmonton contains -only 6% 
of the ultra violet light found in sum- 
mer sunshine. This factor, plus con- 


due to re- 


tinuous housing, deprives pigs of the | 
healthful benefits of the sun's rays. | 


Nor do they get minerals from the soll 
such as they pick up when on summer 
pasture. 

In spite of publicity on the preven- 
tion of pig atiemia during the past few 
years, piglets are still received at the 
Alberta Veterinary Laboratory, Fd- 
monton, either dead or suffering from 
this iron deficiency. When a piglet is 
anemic it is also more susceptibie to 
pneumonia, cbughs ‘and scours. All 
little pigs should be given reduced 
iron on the 8rd, 10th and 17th days of 
life as a routine preventative measure. 
They should also get half a teaspoon- 
ful of cod liver or fish oil, weekly or 
more often until after weaning. There 
shuld always be some in the ration dur 
ing winter feeding to help. prevent 
rickets and crippling. The cod liver oil 
will also help eliminate scurfiness. 

Going back further, it must be re- 
membered that the health and vigour 
of the litter ut the time of birth and 
during the nursing period depend to a 
great extent on the nutrition of the 
sow or gilt. Many Alberta farmers 
have found that feeding one or two 
ounces of cod liver oil daily during the 
last two months of pregnancy and 
during the nursing period has paid 
large dividends. They report health- 
ler and more vigorous litters Which 
maturéq more rapidly. 


‘When litters of pigs are born dead 
or some piga in the litter are hairless, 
a deficiency of iodine should be sus- 
pected. This condition can be suasily 
prevented by feeding one tabi¢spoon- 
ful of potassium iodine solution daily 
to the pregnant sow. This solitton is 
made by dissolving 2 ounces of potas- 
sium iodide in one gation of water. 

Many young piss, end older ones 
too, are received in the Laboratory 
which are affected with an enteritis 
coarse 
feeds. A post mortem recently reveal- 
ed whole barley kernels with the awns 
still on them. Pigs’ intestines are lined 
with a delicate mucous membrane and 
jare not meant for such harsh treat- 
ment. Young pigs should be started 
on ground oat groats, or a commer- 
cial starter, and at no time should 
they get rough coarse feed’ composed 
of hulls, chaft r awns.

the committee to drop Marquis Wheat 
from the recommended list is of wide 
interest since that variety has served 
as a yardstick by which other variet- 
fes have been measured since early in 
this century.

The 
j varieties now recommended are That- 
cher for all zones; Saunders for the 
relatively moist areas with a short

In barley varieties, similar ‘action 
was taken. The old malting variety 
O. A. C. 21. which has been superseded 
by the new smooth-awned variety, 
Montcalm, was dropped, leaving Mont- 
calm and Ollf approved for malting in 
the areas where good malting barley 
can be produced. The recommended 
feed varieties include these two, plus 
Compana, Titan and Newal. 

The new oat variety, Beaver, was 
recommended for the first time but 
only in Zone 4, which Is the grey soil 
area of the west and porth. The old 
oat variety, Victory, while it has lost 
some ground to earlier ones, remains 
| the most popular oat variety. Other re- 
oat varieties are Ajax, 


Eagle and Larain.

PLANNING FOR 
EARLY POTATOES 

Everybody who has a home garden 
rejoices in having early production of 
vegetables. Residents of the central 
Prairies usually have new potatoes 
from their gardens early in August but 
it is possible to have. them a month

The procedure for early potatoes 
used at the Experimental Station, 
Scott, Sask. says G. D. Matthews, is 
somewhat as follows: During the sec- 
ond week of April the dormant seed 
potatoes are selected from the cold 
cellar and placed in a heated room 
with a goog light in a slatted wooden 
tray.

Canned corn is an all-season food. 
Fortunately for us, modern methods of 
food preservation éxtend the season of 
many perishable foods from a few 
short weeks to the entire year. 

This year there is an ample supply 
of .commercially canned corn on the 
grocers’ shelves and also a good store 
ot home-canned corn in many ¢éellars. 

Corn, just as it comes from the can, 
when served piping hot is a favorite 
vegetable in most families but the pos 
sibilities of canned corn, as a mixer 


and sauce with other foods, are often | 


overlooked by the homémaker. 

The home economists of the Consum 
er Section, Départment of Agriculture 
Ottawa, suggest these uses for canned 
corn. With a bit of ingenuity the cook 
may develop many others. 

Egg, Corn and Potato e 
2% cups canned, cream-style corn 

(20-oz, can) 

1 cup milk 

4 cups cubed, cooked potatoes 
. 6 hard-cooked eggs 

Salt 
Pepper 
% cup cracker crumbs 
Butter 
Paprika 

Mix together the corn and milk. Ar- 
range potatoes, sliced hard-cooked 
egge and corn in layers in a greased 
baking dish, sprinkling each layer with 
salt and pepper. Cover top with crack - 
er crumbs, dot with butter and sprin- 
kle with ‘paprika. Bake in a hot oven, 
400° F., until thoroughly heated and 
crumbs are browned, about 16 minutes 
Yield; six generous servings. 

Corn Fritters 
IX cups sifted all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
% teaspoon salt 
Few grains pepper 

1 cup canned, cream-style corn 
1 exe 
% cup milk 

1 teaspoon onion juice 

1 tablespoon fat, melted 

Mix and sift flour, baking powder, 
salt and pepper. Mix corn, beaten egg, 
milk, onion juice and fat. Ada to dry 
‘Ingredients and mix well, Drop by 
spoonfuls into hot, deep fat, 350° F., to 
365 F., and fry 2 to 6 minutes, turning 
once, Drain on crumpled unglazed 
paper. Serve with tart jelly. Yield: six 
servings. 

Scalloped Corn and Tomatoes 
1% cups canned, cream style corn 
1% cups canned tomatoes 

1 teaspoon salt 
% ‘téaspoon pepper 
% cup bread crumbs 

2 tablespoons butter 

Arrange alternate layers of corn and 
tomatoes in greased casserole, sprinkle 
each layer with salt and pepper. Cov- 
er with-bread crumbs, dot with butter 
and bake in a moderately hot oven, 
875 degrees F., until thoroughly heat- 
ed and crumbs are browned, about 20 
minutes. Yield; six servings.
